On Tuesday, Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Paul White filed a petition for 
a recount of the votes for supervisor in the 
Aug. 5 Primary Election. 

White, who was running for re-election, 
lost by 50 votes to challenger Linda Combs, 
according to the election tally. 

On Tuesday morning he filed the petition 
and paid the required $10 per precinct for 
11 precincts, a total of $110. 

White has requested a count of all the 
ballots, including all the walk-in and 
absentee voters in all precincts. 

White said the number of absentee voter 
ballots returned to the Clerk’s office is 
greater than the number of absentee voter 
ballots counted. 

He told the Independent that 1,667 AV 
ballots were returned to the Clerk’s office. 
When scanned electronically, 521 did 
not register anything for the Supervisor 
position. 

The total of the votes for the four 
candidates for supervisor, plus 12 write- 
in votes, totaled 3,059. Total ballots cast 
were reported at 4,382, with 1,667 of those 
absentee ballots. 

Also, White states in his petition that an 
electronic counting system was used for 
the first time in VBT’s Aug. 7 election, 
allocating absentee voter totals to each 
individual precinct instead of in a separate 
category, as in the past. 

On Tuesday afternoon, VBT Clerk Leon 
Wright affirmed that White has filed for a 
recount. 

Clerk Wright said VBT completed its 
canvass last Thursday and Wayne County 
is still canvassing all the elections in the 
county and has until Aug. 21 to complete 
the canvass. 

Barring a state recount that could delay 
the process, Wright said after Aug. 21 the 
county will schedule a recount of the VBT 
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Primary Election for supervisor 


votes, as requested by White. The county 
will conduct the recount. 
Sumpter Township 

In Sumpter Township, Vincent Warren, 
who lost his bid to unseat incumbent 
Supervisor Johnny Vawters by 661 votes, 
announced he will be running a write-in 
campaign for the post in the Nov. 6 General 
Election. 

Write-in candidates have until 4 p.m., 
Oct. 26 to file a Declaration of Intent form 
for the general election.

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VBT Public Safety Committee 
hosts session on emergency sirens

About 30 people came to hear a 
presentation on emergency warning sirens 
at the Aug. 1 regular meeting night of 
the Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Committee. 

VBT has no warning sirens, but is 
surrounded by communities that do: 
Canton to the north, Romulus to the east, 
Washtenaw County to the west and Sumpter 
Township to the south. Huron Township, to 
the southeast, has four and is on the way to 
having two more. 

For years, people in VBT have been 
asking township officials to get sirens, to 
no avail. After the tornado in Dexter, VBT 
residents again started asking their elected 
representatives for emergency sirens. 

Recently, after a presentation on the Code 
Red system, the township board turned 
over to the Public Safety Committee the 
task of looking into warning systems. 

Before his departure, Fire Chief Darwin 
Loyer said he had been in contact with 
Jeff DuPilka of West Shore Services in 
Allendale, MI, and Loyer recommended 
the committee invite DuPilka in to give a 
public presentation. 

Public Safety Committee chairwoman 
Diane Madigan followed through and 
invited DuPilka to give an informational 
presentation on warning sirens. DuPilka 
took her up on her offer. 

Also in attendance at the Aug. | meeting 
was Kenneth Laird, Logistics Manager of 
Wayne County Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management. Director Tim 
McGillavary of the county’s Homeland 
Security, sent word that is he committed 
to helping VBT move forward however 
possible. 

DuPilka, president/sales, of West Shore 
gave an enthusiastic presentation on 
emergency sirens, inviting those present to 
interrupt him at any time to ask questions. 
And, there were lots of questions. 

His company has been working with 
sirens since 1979 and it does most of the 
work in the state of Michigan. His sirens 
are the type certified by FEMA. 

He stressed that sirens are an emergency 
tool to be used “not instead of’ but in 
addition to other emergency programs for 
a community. 

“Code Red has a package you can buy 
for an annual fee,’ DuPilka said, referring 
to the program favored by VBT Supervisor 
Paul White. 

“Every piece has a down side,” DuPilka 
said, referring to the different kinds of 
warning systems. “But, blow a siren and 
you know something is happening,” he 
said, which leads people to go to another 


source to see why the siren blew. 

He said the sirens went off 20 minutes 
before a tornado hit Joplin, MO in 2011, 
giving people time to decide what to do. 

DuPilka said Code Red alerts came in 10 
minutes after the Joplin tornado because of 
overloads in the communication networks. 

He emphasized that you can’t count on 
just one thing. 

DuPilka said if a siren system is installed, 
the township must commit itself to a 
community education program, so that 
people will know what the warning sound 
means and whether or not there will be an 
all-clear sound and what that will sound 
like. 

He said the fire department does fire 
prevention programs in the schools and it 
will need to teach the children the siren 
rules. DuPilka said the children will learn 
what the siren means and will tell the 
adults. 

He said Homeland Security has grants 
for education. 

He said there are four different types 
of sirens: those that rotate three rotations 
a minute (used in Michigan); 360-degree 
omnidirectional sirens; motor-driven sirens, 
used since the ‘50s; electronic sirens; and 
electronic sirens with the ability to talk 
over the sirens, using computer chips. 

There are special problems with sirens 
that give messages, especially if they are 
rotating, he said. 

Sirens are erected on 50-foot poles, 
wood or concrete, with 8% feet of that 
underground, leaving them 45 feet tall. 

The life of a system is 45 years, so it is a 
big investment for a community, he said. 

DuPilka described the different kinds of 
sirens used by nearby communities. He 
said he just completed work on 54 solar- 
powered sirens for Belle Isle and along 
the Detroit waterfront, with 53 on concrete 
poles. He added that solar panels have to 
be big in this area and are very expensive. 

VBT Downtown Development Director 
chairman Jere Dolph asked how many 
sirens Dearborn has and DuPilka said it 
had 19 sirens. 

DuPilka said a normal township uses 12 
to 16 sirens, adding it depends on where 
the roads are because the site needs to be 
off a road for accessibility. Usually, they 
are located on municipal land or right 
of way. He said attempts to site them on 
school property has not been successful. 

He said where there is a lot of outside 
activities or a lot of population, that’s 
where the sirens should be put first. 

Or, he said, some communities want to 
put them everywhere to cover the whole

Emergency sirens 
at long last in VBT? 


There was a public presentation recently 
on emergency warning sirens and later 
there was a meeting of various officials on 
how to provide some sirens for Van Buren 
Township. 

It seems, at last, township officials are 
looking at ways to make sirens a reality for 
the residents, who have been asking for them 
for many years. The DDA is considering 
paying for or loaning money to the township 
for the sirens in the DDA district. 

And, there are some possible grants for which 
to apply. The cost for 12 sirens — enough to 
cover the whole township — is estimated at 
$238,000. They could be phased in, with 
sirens placed in the most populous areas first. 
Along the borders of the township, VBT’s 
neighbors have sirens that can be heard. VBT 
might need fewer than 12. Currently, VBT is 
an oasis of silence in a siren-filled area. 

While Sumpter Township and other area 
municipalities got in on previous grant 
programs and got their sirens for nothing or 
practically nothing, VBT wasn’t interested. 
The grant money has pretty much dried up 
now. In Sumpter, mobile home park owner 
Sheldon Futernick bought a few. That was a 
plus. 

There are ways to finance sirens if the 
people want such outdoor warning. This 
is a day of electronic gadgets that put the 
world in your pocket and weather warnings 
are available many ways. A blaring tone to 
announce danger is a nice addition to the 
toolbox of public safety. 


A resident of Traskos Road in Sumpter 
Township has found two dead bluejays, on 
two separate occasions. When she called 
the number Sumpter officials gave her, she 
was told they did not get the grant to test 
the birds for West Nile Virus this year. She 
was told to double-bag the birds and throw 
them away. 

I checked the Wayne County Health 
Department website and found that there 
were two positive West Nile Virus test results 
in Wayne County in July, so somebody is 
testing. 

The West Nile Virus hotline in Wayne 
County is 734-727-7445. They tell all about 
West Nile and warn people not to touch the 
dead birds with their bare hands. 

There’s also a state of Michigan website 
for reporting dead birds. It starts off with 
www.michigan.gov/emergingdiseases and 
then go to the West Nile Virus link. 

There hasn’t been enough rain this 
summer for mosquitoes to be a problem and 
mosquitoes are the ones that carry the virus 
-so that’s good. But, lately we’ve had a little 
rain, so the mosquitoes might reemerge. 

That picture of the burning Brown Funeral 
Home on our front page last week was 
credited to the Van Buren Township Fire 
Department, but it actually was retired 
Belleville Fire Fighter Bill Emerson who 
took the shot. 

VBT Interim Fire Chief Dan Besson said 
he handed his camera to Bill at the scene and 
Bill took photos of the fire-fighting efforts. 

“I’m glad I could help,” Bill said. 

The picture was a great depiction of the 
moment. It had fire fighters on the roof, 
flames lapping out of the roof, and water 
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pouring down. I saw Bill at the fire and I 
took some pictures, too, but mine weren’t as 
good as his, so we used his. 

It was a sad event and Bill’s photo told the 
fire department part of the story. 

Bill has been working on the history of 
the 100-year-old Belleville Fire Department 
and has spent many hours searching through 
the old records at City Hall and going 
through the microfilms of old newspapers 
at the library. We’re looking forward to the 
results of all his work. The Belleville Fire 
Department will put on a gala celebration of 
its centennial during October’s Harvest Fest 
activities. 

Don’t miss Saturday’s ribbon-cutting and 
open house at the new BHS. Crews have 
been working diligently to clear away the 
debris from the demolished BHS to get the 
area ready for company. 

At Monday’s School Board meeting, board 
members said there will be some surprise 
speakers at the 10 a.m. dedication ceremony.

To the Editor: 

I recently read a letter to the editor published 
in the Thursday, Aug. 9, 2012 edition of the 
Belleville-Area Independent, captioned “$6,000 
to be taken out of Wounded Warriors Fund.” 

The writer, who purportedly writes for several 
national veterans? publications, informed 
the editor that his letter will be published 
nationwide. After reading the letter I found 
several glaring inaccuracies that lead me to 
believe the writer wrote an emotional response 
to his observation on the day of the event in 
question, and failed to properly research the 
facts of the matter. 

The writer indicated in his letter that he was 
surprised at the number of police and firemen 
on hand; they almost equaled the crowd. He 
further indicated that the police had a big motor 
home with picnic tables and it looked like a big 
party for the firemen and police. The writer also 
indicated the State Police showed-up to eat; he 
was amazed at all the police brass. 

On Monday, July 9, 2012 I received a voice 
mail from the person who was directing the 
security for former Governor Sara Palin. He 
was seeking a contact person with the Van 
Buren Township Police Department, a contact 
to help coordinate security activities for the 
event. Eventually he spoke with, and exchanged 
e-mails with Captain Laurain on Tuesday, July 
10, 2012. We were working and planning 
security activities with very short notice. The 
State Police were contacted and a meeting was 
planned. We were originally expecting between 
6,000 to 10,000 people. The estimates were 
speculative but police agencies plan for the 
worse possible scenarios and hope for the best. 

On the day of the event, Saturday, July 14, 
2012, in addition to Governor Palin’s security 
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detail (4 plain clothes civilian security guards) 
the Van Buren Department of Public Safety 
deployed eight police officers to provide crowd 
control and immediate response to criminal 
activities, if necessary. We also deployed nine 
fire fighters to respond to medical emergencies, 
and heat exhaustion incidents, if necessary. The 
Michigan State Police Department deployed 
three uniformed motorcycle troopers to assist 
with crowd control and traffic control, if 
necessary. Huron Valley Ambulance Company 
provided their tactical command post (large 
motor home) and several uniformed paramedics 
to immediately respond to serious injuries and/ 
or serious medical emergencies, if necessary. 

The crowd was estimated to be slightly more 
that 3,000 people. However, with a national 
figure in attendance such as former Governor 
Palin it was possible the crowd could have 
been much, much larger. In the final analysis 
we had one police officer for every 272 people 
at the event, not quite equal to the number of 
people in the crowd, as reported by the writer 
last week. 

The big motor home belonged to Huron Valley 
Ambulance, and a second motor home was on 
hand for former Governor Palin’s comfort, 
and was provided by the event promoters. 
Huron Valley’s command post and the fire 
department’s rescue apparatus were parked 
near fixed picnic tables on the fairground that 
was utilized by police officers, fire fighters, 
Huron Valley employees, and state trooper to 
have lunch. 

We were deployed for approximately nine 
hours. During the detail our security contingent 
remained on the fairground property. July 14" 
was a very hot day and several people needed 
assistance from our fire fighters for heat-related 
stress. The only police brass at the incident was 
me (the public safety director), and Captain 
Gregory Laurain. Additionally, I prepared 
an invoice for $6,044.66 for police and fire 
services, and had it sent to the Americans for 
Prosperity. No bill or invoice was sent to the 
Wounded Warriors Fund. 

I could have easily met with the author of last 
week’s letter to the editor and shared these facts 
without a public discussion through the media. 
I would have also informed the author that the 
safety and security of the residents and visitors 
of Van Buren Township is the responsibility of 
the Van Buren Township Department of Public 
Safety. 

In my experience that spans over 30 years in 
law enforcement large crowds present special 
challenges, and a potential to become out of 
control very quickly. Although we planned for 
the worse possible scenarios we had very few 
incidents. I would have also advised the writer 
that July 14 was a ninety five (95) degree day, 
and that detail was no picnic for public safety 
personnel.

An unknown individual walked up and 
took the bag from the drawer before running 
away. Captain Laurain said the pharmacist 
could not provide a good description of the 
individual. 

Laurain said about 2,000 pills were stolen 
from CVS and there were no other leads, as 
of Monday.

North Middle School will be renamed 
McBride Middle School. With the 
reconfiguration of classes, McBride will 
hold seventh and eighth grade students. 

South Middle School will be renamed 
Owen Intermediate School and will hold 
fifth and sixth grade students. 

A discussion on name changes was held 
at a workshop on July 16. 

In her presentation to the board, Human 
Resources Director Shonta Langford-Green 
said with the district building closures 
and restructuring completed last spring, 
both of these schools will serve different 
grades and configurations than they have 
previously. 

“A name change for each of these 
buildings will complete the transition to 
welcome all students attending this fall 
and to begin new traditions of their own,” 
Green said. 

She presented the name change 
recommendation in the absence of School 
Supt. Michael Van Tassel who was out of 
town on a family emergency. 

Green said past board policy has prohibited 
naming any school buildings after former 
employees or members of the communities. 
Renaming these two buildings after their

The estimated cost to change the names is 
$6,000 per building, for a total of $12,000. 

This cost includes changing the permanent 
letters on each building to 12-inch anodized 
aluminum letter, cast Helvetica ($2,000 
per building) and replacing the letter signs 
with new changeable letter signs ($4,000 
per building). 

Board president Martha Toth said they 
won’t be changing the mascots, because 
that would be too expensive, and the South 
Middle School name in the relatively new 
gym floor at the new Owen Intermediate 
School will not be changed.
